On the other hand, the presidents 
who served from 1890 to MSO foil 
short of their expectation of life 
on inauguration by an average of 
2.9 years . . . 
“The presidents who have hold 
office during the present century 
have made aa even 
poorer rec­ 
ord,’” continues Metropolitan Life 
Insurance. “Their length of life 
ainee inauguration has beta oa 
an average, eight years less than 
their expectation of lift ob the 
time of taking office.” 
Expanding 
the 
Metropolitan 
study, Bean found: 
“la view of 
this downtrend, 
the statistical 
equivalent of a president aged SS 
would be aged about TO to Lin­ 
coln’s day and 85 in Washington's 
day. 
This provides 
a basis for 
noting how many presidents at­ 
tained the equivalent of age GS 
and how long they lived beyond 
it. 
There have been twelve that 
fall within the upper age bracket 
Only three of these twelve, name­ 
ly John 
Adams, 
Buchanan, and 
Taft, lived more than four years 
beyond the equivalent of 88 years 
The other nine died within one to 
three years later. 
“Consequently” Bean conclud­ 
ed, “the statistical answer to the 
question of Elsenhower's* chances 
of surviving the next four years is 
only one in four.” 
HOOVER AND TRUMAN 
Bean did not include in his sta­ 
tistical study the two presidents 
still living—Hoover, 82, and Tru­ 
man, 72. 
However, he also did 
not take toto consideration Tke’s 
heart attack and ileitis operation. 
Both Hoover and Truman were in 
far better health than Ike at age

SAN FRANCISCO ap- District 
Attorney Thomas C. Lynch was 
undecided today whether to prose­ 
cute the wife of the Yugoslavian 
vice consul on shoplifting charges. 
Mrs. 
Sonje Juznic. 26, pretty 
wife of Vice Consul Stalislav Juz- 
nic. appears in municipal court to­ 
day to answer charges of shoplift­ 
ing merchandise worth $26.75. 
Lynch said he will make a de­ 
cision whether to press charges 
against Mrs. Juznic after studying 
all available information on the 
case, 
including 
an 
1881 
Treaty 
cited by the Yugoslavian consul 
general, Branko Karadzole. 
Mrs. Juznic denied stealing any­ 
thing and said it was “ a mistake 
. . . a terrible mistake.” 
Mrs. Juznic was arrested and 
held in city prison for five hours 
Saturday following her arrest by 
a store detective outside the J C. 
Penney department store. 
The detective told police .she fol­ 
lowed Mrs. Juznic through three 
floors of the store and watched 
her put into a shopping bag two 
sheets, two pairs of men’s socks, 
five towels, one woman’s sweater 
and five zippers—without paying 
for any of them. 
When she was halted, Mrs Juz­ 
nic threw the shopping bag in the 
detective’s face and attempted to 
flee, the detective said.

PASADENA, Calif. Wf-Ten top 
California Institute of Technology 
scientists, who warn that “time 
is running out,” today backed Ad­ 
lai Stevenson’s proposal to seek an 
end to H-bomb tests.

Paschen Denies 
Deposits Awarded 
For Contributions 
CHICAGO m — Cook County 
Treasurer Herbert C. Paschen tes­ 
tified today that no bank eypr was 
denied deposits of county funds for 
failure to contribute to the “wel­ 
fare fund” set up for his employes. 
Paschen, forced to withdraw as 
the Democratic candidate for gov­ 
ernor when alleged irregularities 
were disclosed in operation of the 
fund, testified before the Senate 
Banking Committee. 
The committee, headed by Act­ 
ing Chairman John S. Sparkman, 
is investigating banking practices 
in connection with the fraudulent 
check scandal which sent State 
Auditor Orville Hodge to jail. 
Paschen said the welfare fund 
was a continuation of a practice 
that had existed under his two 
Republican predecessors in the of­ 
fice of county treasurer. 
He said the fund was used to 
buy flowers for sick employes, to 
help the widows of employes who 
have died and for similar pur­ 
poses. He said low-paid employes 
frequently are obligated to buy 
tickets to political picnics and the 
like staged by their ward organiza­ 
tions, and the fund was used to 
help them 
meet these commit 
ments. 
Paschen testified that the fund 
collected $14,500 his first year in 
office and $14,800 the next year, 
and that it spent “about half” that 
sum.
